ITALY'SPREME 
OF PARTY SPLIT 


Pella’s Action Follows 
Rift Among Christian 
Democrats Over Cabi- 


net Posts. 


ROME, Jan. 5 (AP) — Prime 
Minister Pella resigned tonight 
in a sudden climax to an inter- 
nal feud in Italy’s middle-of- 
the-road, pro-American Chris- 


tian Democrat party. He ten- 
dered his government's resig- 
nation to President Einaudi aftt- 
er a 20-minute emergency cabi- 
net meeting. 

Pella, who took ovér the reins 
‘last August from Italy’s first 
postwar Prime Minister, Alcide 
de Gasperi, said the President 
accepted his resignation. 

The crisis arose over grow- 
ing dissension in the party over 
the make-up of the Cabinet. A 
fatcion of the Christian Demo- 
crats feared Pella was too right- 
wing and would scuttle some of 
De Gasperi’s reforms. 

The Prime Minister told news- 
men he had been confronted 
“by facts and difficulties which 
convinced me it was impossible 
to continue.” 

Einaudi’s secretary said the 
President would start talks 
among party leaders Thursday 
in a first mdéve to find someone 
to form a new government. 

Pella’s resignation will not 
become effective ‘until a new 
government is sworn in, but its 
interim term will be only in a 
caretaker capacity. 

Pella, a financial expert and 
budget specialist, took over last 
August when De Gasperi’s eighth 
government was cut down by a 
no-confidence vote. Things ran 
‘smoothly until the party feud 
began last month.

The irate multi-millionaire 
obtained a court order allowing 
him at Yeast to delay the mar- 
riage of dark-eyed Maria Isa- 
bella and 20-year-old James 
Goldsmith, scheduled 
for some time after 10 a, m. to- 
morrow. 

This afternoon a young man 
resembling Goldsmith visited the 
Caledonian Hotel from which 
Patino has been directing an all- 
out campaign to stop the wed- 
ding. 

Waiting Period Fulfilled. 

The young couple fled to Scot- 
land from London two weeks 
ago, fulfilled the required 15- 
day waiting period and would 
have been eligible to marry 
when their wedding certificate 
became valid at the Edinburgh 
registrar office tomorrow. Scot- 
tish law permits persons over 16 
to marry without parental con- 
sent. 

But Judge Lord Birnam, sit- 
ting in the Edinburgh register 
house, granted Patino an “in- 
terim interdict” blocking the 
wedding. The edict, described 
by officials as unprecedented, 
forb’*s the registry offices in 
Edinbur-h and the register gen- 
eral of Scotland to issue the 
marriage papers. 

Legal experts said the bar on 
the marriage will remain in. ef- 
fect until revoked by Lord Bir- 
nam. He was expected to oppose 
any further legal action before 
the full sessions court of which 
he is a member meets Thursday.’ 

The judge acted on the ground 
that Isabella had lived in France 
where the law did not permit a 
girl to marry without her par- 
ents’ consent until the age of 21. 

Patino also won a London 
court order barring the marriage 
anywhere in England. .

VIEWS FILM IN

Reports—Sharp Drop 


in Farm Jobs. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (AP)— 
The Department of Commerce 
said today that unemployment 
rose about 400,000 from Novem- 
ber to December, increasing the 
jobless total to 1,850,000. 

Non-agricultural employment, 
according to the Department’s 
monthly sampling survey, stood 
at 55,326,000 in the week of Dec. 
6 to 12. That was slightly aboye 
the 55,274,000 non-farm jobs 
jobs estimated during the week 
of Nov. 8 to 14. . 

The December non-farm em- 
ployment total was 424,000 be- 
low the December 1952 figure of 
55,750,000. Unemployment last 
December was: 425,000 higher 
than in December 1952. 

Drop in Farm Jobs. 

The department’s monthly re- 
port on employment showed a 
sharp drop in farm work with 
the onset of winter weather. 

In addition to the rise in un- 
employment—which is the num- 
ber of people without jobs who 
are seeking jobs—some 739,000 
persons dropped out of the la- 
bor force during the month. The 
Commerce Department _§ said 
these were principally farm 
workers who withdrew from the 
total of job seekers during the 
farm work off-season. 

Agricultural employment fell 
off during the weeks from early 
November to early December 
from 6,651,000 to 5,438,000. 

Total employment declined 
1,161,000 from early November 
to early December, to a level of 
60,764,000. 

_ Comment on Year. 

The "Commerce Department 
said: 

“In spite of some reversals in 
recent months, the employment 
situation was exceptionally fa- 
vorable during most of 1953.. 
Total civilian employment—at an 
average of 61,900,000—continued 
at the high levels of the two pre- 
ceding years. 

“‘Non-agricultural employment 
set a new record, averaging 55,- 
400,000 for the year, or roughly 
1,000,000 above the 1952 total. 

“Farm employment dropped 
off substantially, but this decline 
was largely a continuation of a 
long-term trend. 

“Unemployment rose toward 
the end of the year; but the 
average for 1953 of 1,500,000 was 


to the American people. 

The Montgomery touch showed 
up in the ple backdrop, the 
lighting and the timing of the 
enunciation.

Eisenhower had the double 
insurance of placards and a tele- 
prompter to enabie him to look 
almost directly into the tele- 
vision camera. The teleprompter 
is a mechanical gadget attached 
to a camera and unrolls the 
text of a talk as the performer 
reads. In the 1952 campaign, a 
teleprompter stopped when 
Eisenhower ad libbed, much to 
his consternation. Since then he 
has not had much faith in the 
sppliance, hence the placards. 

The President read his mes- 
sage smoothly, with only two 
minor “fluffs,” to use the jargon 
of the television trade to de- 
scribe a jumbling of the lines. 
He quickly recovered by re- 
reading the sentence. 

By helping the President, 
Montgomery missed his own 
television show, “Robert Mont- 
gomery Presents,” which was 
delayed 15 minutes because of 
the President’s talk. Montgom- 
ery made a recording for his 
own show. 

This is the second time Mont- 
gomery has given technical as- 
sistance to the White House. 
Press Secretary James C. Hag- 
gerty said the actor-turned pro- 
ducer helped with the Presi- 
dent’s Christmas eve broadcast. 
He is a friend of Eisenhower

the 55 compounds in which they 
are held. 

It also was learned that pres- 
ent plans call for the anti-Red 
prisoners to start moving south- 
ward out of the neutral zone 
just after midnight on Jan. 22. 
The POWs will not be asked to 
wait until dawn. 

Measures are being taken for 
special isolation of pro-Commu- 
nist prisoners or agents moving 
southward with the priscaners.

MCARTHY PLANS 
TO CONTINUE RED 
HUNTS AS USUAL 


Denies Administration 
Asked Him to Leave 
Search for Subver- 
sives to Others. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (AP)— 

Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, said today he has no in- 
tention of abandoning the Com- 
munists-in-government _investi- 
gating field. He said no one in 
the Administration “from Presi- 
dent Eisenhower on down has 
asked me to.” 
He told reporters his Sen- 
ate Investigations subcommittee 
“will continue roughly in the 
future as it has in the past.” He 
has just ended a year as its 
chairman, a year devoted mostly 
to Red hunts. 

McCarthy spoke out following 
publication of reports in several 
newspapers that the Eisenhower 
Administration has been urging 
McCarthy to concentrate on in- 
vestigating waste and corrup- 
tion, leaving searches for sub- 
versives primarily to others. 
Accounts to that effect, saying 
also that McCarthy was said to 
have agreed, were carried by 
the New York Times and Herald 
Tribune and by the Washiggton 
Post and Evening Star. 

Hopes to ‘Bleed’ Reds. 

McCarthy, after his comments 
to reporters, went before a 
question-and-answer session of 
the Washington Speakers Con- 
ference on Public Affairs. He 
told the gathering he hopes for 
legislation from the forthcoming 
Congress session which will 
make Communists and fellow 
travelers “bleed very badly.” 

He told questioners that “if 
ever we are to have peace, we 
will have to regain our national 
honor—we don’t have it today.” 

In a recent television-radio 
address McCarthy said the Eisen- 
hower Administration “batted 
zero” on some cold war fronts. 

Today he said he has observed 
“some progress” ufder the Ad- 
ministration toward regaining 
the national honor he says has 
been lost. 

Newspaper’s Report. 

The Washington Post, in its 
story saying that McCarthy had 
been urged to change the field 
of his investigations, quoted Ad- 
ministration leaders it did not 
name as having said that it had 
rbeen suggested to McCarthy 
that he give “greater attention 
to legislative needs, directing 
his investigations more to waste, 
inefficiency and corruption — 
and leaving most of the Red 
hunting to the group created to 
do that—the Senate Internal Se- 
curity subcommittee.” 

The Post continued: 

“McCarthy reportedly has in- 
dicated he will follow this line, 
but how far he will follow it 
is unknown. ... 

“At the beginning of the last 
session of Congress, it should 
be recalled, there was also a 
series of moves aimed at curb- 
ing McCarthy's activities. None 
of them materialized.” 

Senator Ellender (Dem.), 
Louisiana, said earlier today 
that he would appeal to the Sen- 
ate to “cut down to size” the 
spending budget of McCarthy’s 
investigations subcommittee. 

“As far as I’m concerned,” 
Ellender said in an interview, 
“he should not even get any- 
thing like last year’s spending 
authorization.” 

Ellender said he will tell the 
Senate the McCarthy group “has 
encroached on other commit- 
tees” by running inquiries he 
believes should have been han-

The warning of impending 
conflict if the Dinosaur Monu- 
ment dam plan is pushed was 
only one of several unfriendly 
utterances yesterday at a panel 
discussion here conducted bv 
the Emergency Committee on 
Natural Resources. 

Want Monument Preserved. 

The conservationists asserted 
they had no objection to the riv- 
er storage project as a whole, 
but contended that the area 
could be given the same storage 
facilities and the same power 
potential without defacing the 
Dinosaur National Monument 
with a dam and that this could 
be accomplished for less money 
than the plan which McKay has 
submitted to President Ejisen- 
hower and the director of the 


budget. 

Ira N. Gabrielson of Washing- 
ton, chairman of the Emergency | 
Committee on National Re-| 
sources and chairman of the| 
Wildlife Management Institute, 
and other panel members, criti- 
cized what they termed the first 
“invasion” of a national park 
or monument for dam purposes 
and predicted that if a dam goes 
into Dinosaur it is entirely pos- 
sible that Glacier, Grand Can- 
yon, and Olympic National Parks 
“may be the next treasures 
scheduled for ruination.” 

“Every conservation organiza- 
tion in the country will stick to- 
gether to protect our park sys- 
tem,” Gabrielson said, “and will 
fight this project all the way.” 

Opposed by Many Groups. 

Among the organizations re- 
corded as opposed to the Dino- 
saur project are the Colorado 
Forestry and Horticultural As- 
sociation, Federation of Outdoor 
Western Clubs, General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, Izaak 
Walton League of America, Na- 
tional Audubon Society, Garden 
Clubs of America, CIO, Wilder- 
ness Society, American Nature 
Association, National Parks As- 
sociation, Wildlife Management 
Institute, American Planning 
and Civic Association, Sierra 
Club, and the National Wildlife 
Federation. 

Gabrielson said that Oscar 
Chapman, who served as Secre- 
tary of Interior under former 
President Truman, recommended 
against Echo Park dam in De- 
cember 1952, and that McKay, 
when he took office, said he 
would not permit any encroach- 
ment on the national parks un- 
less there was unmistakable evi- 
dence that it could not be 
avoided in the national interest. 

McKay, Gabrielson charged, 
failed to hold adequate hearings 
or investigations in line with his 
pledge before recommending the 
disputed dam and urging prompt 
action toward authorization of 
the project by Congress. 

Other Power Sources. 

In response to questions as to 
whether the conservationists 
placed their love for natural re- 
sources above the needs of an 
area for water and power, Ga- 
brielson, a brother of former 
Republican nztional committee 
chairman Guy Gabrielson, re- 
plied:

Technically President Eisenhower's Monday 
night talk was far and away his most successful 
radio and television appearance to date. The 
mechanical arrangements for providing him with 
his text were so skilfully handled that it ap- 
peared, certainly to most of his large national 
audience, as if he did not once refer to a note. 

The effect, for those who saw and heard Mr. 
Fisenhower on television, was particularly im- 
pressive. It was as if he had literally rung the 
front doorbell, entered the living room, sat down 
in the most comfortable chair and proceeded to 
make a warm, friendly, informal 15-minute re- 
port on what he has been doing these past 11% 
months in Washington. 

Robert Montgomery, movie and television 
actor and producer, provided the professional 
direction. It was so competent that the perform- 
ance was marred, to use TV jargon, by only two 
minor presidential “fluffs” in reading the tele- 
prompter, backed up by placards. 7 

The report itself was less noteworthy than two 
things the President said outside his brief listing 
of what he considers his accomplishments in 
office. The most significant thing was a pledge. 
The second was an invitation.

The pledge was his promise to use “every 
legitimate means available to the Federal] Gov- 
ernment... to sustain the basic prosperity of our 
people.” Restating one of his campaign themes, 
Mr. Eisenhower said that “we must not and need 
not tolerate a boom-and-bust America.” He as- 
serted further that his Administration believes 
“that America’s prosperity does not and need not 
depend upon war or the preparations for war.” 

Denouncing “self-appointed peddlers of gloom 
and doom,” he stated his reliance on “sound 
planning, aggressive enterprise and persistent 
and reasoned faith in the growth and progress 
of America.” It remained for him to translate 
these words into meaning for areas, such as 
Southern Ilinois, which have been hit hard 
by not so creeping unemployment. 

It remained also for him to reconcile this 
promise to use the federal facilities and re- 
sources in Washington to the fullest with his 
declaration of intention to continue the de- 
centralization of government activities and re- 
sponsibilities to local areas so that “government 
may thus serve you better.” 

The President's invitation was for the support 
of all, “regardless of party.” Referring to the 
opening of Congress, he said he hoped that 
the legislative branch would “take quick steps 
to enact the measures I shall recommend.”

This effort to win bipartisan support for his 
recommendations comes after a session in which 
Democratic votes carried the day four times out 
of five when Old Guard Republican votes would 
have defeated the White House position. Perhaps 
the President’s appeal, “regardless of party,” 
was to Republicans rather than to Democrats. 

In any event, his bipartisan approach is a tack 
that he might well have taken a year ago when 
it was already obvious that for support for “con- 
structive, progressive measures” he would need 
to rely on Democratic help. 

The rest of the President’s talk, even including 
the “list of accomplishments”’—at the top of 
which he correctly placed the cessation of shoot- 
ing in Korea—was pretty much a collection of 
generalities. His assignment apparently was to 
talk as if in conversation with the people, but 
without giving a preview of his State of the 
Union address which comes Thursday. 

In that, as in the technical’tompetence of the 
arrangements, this presidential talk was a com- 
plete success. The real tests are to come.

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Uncle Sam Takes Stock 

The inventory of Federal Government proper- 
ty which the Eisenhower Administration is be- 
ginning to make is ar excellent idea. The won- 
der is that-it has gone so long undone. A listing 
of the lands (exclusive of public domain), build- 
ings and improvements owned by the Govern- 
ment will almost certainly suggest many opportu- 
nities to increase efficiency and effect savings. 

Some of the properties should perhaps be 
combined, some transferred within the Govern- 
ment, some sold, some put to better or increased 
use. 

As a corollary, it may be found that for some 
of the functions for which the Government is 
now renting property, it would be better to own. 
In some cases property, already owned by the 
Government may be available to take the place 
of rented properties. 

The Bureau of the Budget and the General 
Services Administration, which are directing the 
inventory, are in a position to perform a notable, 
even an historic, service. The former specializes 
in exploring alternatives to discover what is most 
efficient and most economical. The latter is the 
housekeeper of Government. 

Both housewives and breadwinners generally 

will applaud this multi-billion-dollar exploration 

into alternatives in housekeeping.

It ought to be relatively simple, from 
the tone and progress of these talks, to discover 
whether Moscow is interested in helping carry 
out the President’s plan. 
“Atomic energy can be a complicated subject, 
and disarmament can be a complicated subject. 
When the two are combined, the problem of 


atomic disarmament is about as complicated as - 


any problem can be. 

But the question to be decided in connection 
with the President’s proposal is not a question 
of atomic disarmament. The question is this: 

“Leaving atomic’ disarmament aside for the mo- 
ment, are the Soviet Union and the United States, 
as well as other powers, willing to make an im- 
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mediate start on setting up an international 
agency to develop atomic energy for peaceful 
purposes?” 

That is almost a question that can be answered 
by a plain Yes or a plain No. At any rate it 
ought not to take months of negotiation and 
months of hair-splitting te make fairly cledr 
what the answer is. The Kremlin has indicated 
that it is enough interested in the President's 
plan to enter into negotiations on it. The negoti- 
ations should tell, without too much delay, 
whether the Kremlin is interested enough actu- 
ally to participate in the atomic energy pool. 
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Not Every Dish 

Maybe some changes will be made in the word- 
ing of the Production Code of the Motion Pic- 
ture Association of America, the code which was 
adopted in 1929 to keep the movies “clean.” 
Samuel Goldwyn and several other powers in the 
industry say that the time has come for revision 
and liberalization; and their voices are not often 
ignored in Hollywood. 

The changes, however, are not likely to add up 
to much more than the existing generalities. 
These provide, among other things, that a pic- 
ture shall not “lower the moral standards of 
those who see it,” and that “correct standards of 
life, subject only to the requirements of drama 
and entertainment, shall be presented.” 

If anybody wants to argue, almost any conceiv- 
able human situation might be defended as a dra- 
matic requirement. Authors like Francois Mau- 
riac can dip their nets deep into the dregs of life 
to illustrate the theme of sin and redemption. 
Graham Greene has given his readers a much 
more intimate understanding of depravity than, 
in our opinion, is within the powers of a Micky 
Spillane. How is a movie industry code to be ap- 
plied to such artists? 

No man of good repute will argue for licen- 
tiousness in a motion picture or in any of the 
arts. Yet he may well say that specific prohibi- 
tions against profanity, crime and sex in a film 
are not automatic safeguards against it. Beyond 


the ban against obvious obscenity, no legalistic 


set of rules is adequate to this situation. The 
only useful reliance is cultivated good taste. 

There are shelves of moral maxims ranging 
all the way from the commands which Moses 
brought down from the ‘mountain to the rules 
of polite behavior enunciated by Emily Post. 
Out of due consideration for these come attitudes 
which should be equal to the problem. Yet these 
attitudes will vary in sincere individuals. They 
may vary so much that, in extreme cases, one 
man’s wit may be another man’s smut. 

American courts never have had much trouble 
with outright pornography and filth. They are 
on firm ground in dealing with them. But what 
judge will venture into the gray and misty area 
of varying standards of taste? This is not an 
area for law, but rather for self-restraint. 

And when opinions differ, there is always the 
right to leave a book unread, or a play or a movie 
unseen. We Americans all may be sitting at the 
same table of freedom, but each of us need not 
taste every dish which is served. 
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Now Normandy 

“Necessary for the health and welfare of the 
people.”’ 

That is how the trustees of the Normandy Sani- 
tary Sewer District view the plan for a metro- 
politan sewer district, to be voted on in city and 
county Feb. 9. The Normandy trustees, accord- 
ingly, have formally indorsed the metropolitan 
plan, and urged taxpayers of the Normandy and 
adjacent districts to vote for it at the special 
election. 

The Normandy recommendation is one of the 
first to come from a county sewer district, and 
it comes after the trustees devoted much study 
to the arguments for and against the metropoli- 
tan plan. The conclusion is the same as that 
reached by the St. Louis County Coungil, the city 
councils of Webster Groves, University City and 
Kirkwood, the Chamber of Commerce of Metro- 
politan St. Louis, the League of Women Voters. 
the St. Louis Bar Association and Mayor Ray- 
mond R. Tucker: 

“Necessary for the health and welfare of the 
people.” 

For taxpayers of both city and county. these 
words should be put down as a memo for the 
special election date of Feb. 9. 
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Action by the Cigarette Makers 

If the cigarette industry means what it said in 
its advertisement, “A Frank Statement to Cigar- 
ette Smokers,” serious questions about smoking 
and lung cancer can be cleared up in time. 

Fourteen major tobacco companies have an- 
nounced a new Tobacco Industry Research Com- 
mittee. They said the committee would be di- 
rected by “a scientist of unimpeachable in- 
tegrity,” would have advice from “scientists dis- 
interested in the cigarette industry,” and would 
support research into questions about tobacco 
and public health. 

The background for this action includes three 
factors. One is recent medical research, includ- 
ing that of Dr. Evarts A. Graham of St. Louis, 
indicating a connection between cigarette smoke 
and lung eancer. Another is the appeal from 
medical men in both America and Britain for 
the tobacco industry to support further research, 
in its own interest as well as that of the public. 

Moreover, cigarette sales suddenly declined 
this year, and so did the value of tobacco stocks. 
Apparently the industry feels that public concern 
about cancer had its effect on sales. Thus the 
“frank statement to cigarette smokers” finally 
recognizes the work of medical research. 

This pledge will now be tested by its applica- 
tion in months and years to come. If the in- 
dustry’s project should develop into another at- 
tempt to prove the industry right, it will not 
produce convincing evidence about cancer one 
way or the other. But, as Dr. Graham said, “if 
they sponsor an unbiased program, it will be a 
good thing.” 

The public will watch the procedure of the 
Tobacco Industry Research Committee with higli 
interest. 
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An Undiscourageable Generation 

A heartening example is being given to their 
elders by young Koreans in the United States. 
They confess themselves part of the “Dead End 
generation,” but are determined to open a new 
street from where they find themselves. 

In their newspaper, The Korean Messenger, 
published at the University of Illinois School of 
Journalism by the Korean Student Federation 
in the United States and by Korean journalists, 
one of their number, Leo Lee, has this to say: 

“(We) have~learned that ideals, new or old, 
without practice have yielded ‘ttle of tangible 
benefits but often only catastrophes... . To us, 
the dead-end has become a challenge and, above 
all, a hope.” 

With a “Dead End generation” that thinks and 
speaks like that, the way is bound to be opened 


up.

From Kitty Hawk to Hypersonics 


The Mirror 
of 


Public Opinion 


Fifty years of flight—from day the Wrights flew their little 
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plane for 12 seconds to current 1272-mile-an-hour speed record 
—only shows promise of things to come; writer traces develop- 
ment of airplane from gas engine to jets and rocket power.

In the 50 years since the Wright 
brothers made their first powered flight 
on Dec. 17, 1903, aviation has become 
one of the most potent factors in global 
thinking. 

It has reversed and changed many of 
the standard methods of world com- 
merce. It has changed military strategy, 
altered political and economic relation- 
ships and revised world habits. 


To emphasize the progress between 
the historic first flight of 120 feet, last- 
ing 12 seconds, American Airlines re- 
cently flew a group of news men from 
Los Angeles to New York, nonstop, in 
six hours, 31 minutes, a transcontinental 
transport record with passengers. 

Speed-wise, a new American fighter 
aircraft, the North American F-100, 
probably holds the record for jet-pro- 
pelled, operational-type planes, when, in 
October, it flew a speed of 763.4 miles 
an hour in level flight, just under the 
“sonic barrier.” 


World Under Bombers’ Shadow 


A new experimental aircraft, the 
rocket-powered Douglas Skyrocket, 
holds the world speed record of 1272 
miles an hour, nearly double the speed 
of sound, made in the California desert 
at Edwards Air Force Base, Muroc. 

And, for military purposes, the opera- 
tional B-36 bombers of the Strategic Air 
Command of the United States Air 
Force are capable of 30-hour missions, 
flights which would put them within 
range of most land areas of the earth. 

Most of this progress has been a good 
development, stemming out of natural 
scientific discovery. 

Aviation’s ominous features, inherent 
in aerial warfare, man must control. 
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The world lives under the shadow of 
what long-range bombers can do in 
the delivery of atomic bombs. 

Military aviation, moreover. has 
changed the strategy” of war greatly. 
Long-range continental aviation has de- 
stroyed the fond illusion that space 
protected us. 

The long-range bombers of the United 
States Strategic Air Command have 
had most of our great cities in their 
bombsights—strictly for practice. In 
an emergency, and under a slightly dif- 
ferent set of orders, they could, if nec- 
essary, bring other great cities and in- 
dustrial areas in their sights. But so 
can the “enemy.” 

Despite such gloomy consideruaticns, 
aviation’s future is bright. It can ae- 
complish wonderful things for man’s 
commerce and travel, and, incidentally, 
his pleasure. 


The Jet-Propelled Age 


Modern aircraft speeds and ranges 
have extended far and wide the hori- 
zons of the ordinary person, Tourist 
air rates, now nearly extended around 
the world, make it attractive for even 
the modest-budgeted traveler to con- 


_ sider longer distances than he might 


have in the very recent past. 

Both military and civil aviation are 
only now coming into the jet-propelled 
age. Military jet aircraft, for instance, 
had limited service in World War II. 

The transition to jets is coming grad- 
ually. The development that is forcing 
the American jet transport is, of course, 
the success of the DeHavilland ‘“‘Comet” 
jet transport used by British Overseas 
Airways Corporation, and more recently 
by Air France, The pioneer Mark I 
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series Comets are being used in over- 
land servicés between Europe, Africa 
and Asia. 


The longer-range version Mark III 
is designed to fly the prime North At- 
lantic route between Europe and North 
America. To meet this direct competi- 
tion, Pan American World Airways has 
ordered three Mark III Comets, with an 
option to purchase seven more. The 
first three are to be delivered by 1956, 
and the latter seven, if desired, the 
following year. 


Air Freight Hits Its Stride 


The British and the French, notably, 
have made considerable headway in the 
transition from piston power to heat- 
engine power both in the pure jet and 
the turbo-prop transport. The latter 
type, the turbo-prop, is also in consid- 
erable use in Europe by both British 
European Airways and Air France. The 
turbo-prop employs a heat engine to 
drive a propeller instead of turning its 
energy into a pure jet stream. 

In the United States only Consoli- 
dated Vultee appears to be experiment- 
ing with this interim-type transport and 
is test flying one of its Convair trans- 
ports with Allison turbo-prop engines. 

In the pure jet field, Boeing Air- 
plane Co., Seattle, is actually construct- 
ing a jet transport which it expects to 
have flying next summer. Estimates 
are that it will be a swept-wing air- 
craft able to make a non-stop trans- 
continental journey with a cruising 
speed of 500-plus miles an hour. Some 
versions of it, according to reports, have 
a capacity of up to 100 passengers. 

Other large American airframe build- 
ers, notably Lockheed and Douglas, also 
have jet designs in preparation. 

Air freight is only now hitting its 
stride across the Atlantic, a develop- 
ment which was largely spurred by the 
war. It is also bringing considerable 
“changes in merchandising methods. A 
great deal of high-priced premium 
goods, such as jewelry, watches and 
other high-quality goods now are arriv- 
ing in North America by air freight. 


It is not believed that aviation wil] 
ever carry the great hulk freight that 
is the backbone of surface carrier rev- 
enue. However, aviation will increas- 
ingly carry merchandise that has a high 
“perishable” value, in the time sense. 


Hints of What Is to Come 


Air transport is working great changes 
in surface travel. Ralph Damon, presi- 
dent of Trans World Airlines, has fore- 


cast that airlines one day will haul 
most of American trans-continental 
travel. The augmented non-stop, one- 


stop, multiple-stop luxury and tourist 
services which his company operates 
provide added credibility to his forecast. 


Faster speeds, as propounded in guid- 
ed missiles and rocket-propelled air- 
craft, seem inevitably bound to work 
even more profound changes in mail 
and merchandise carriage. 


Air transport is going to have a more 
personalized sense, in that it will come 
nearer to humanity in slower-flying 
vehicles. The first scheduled helicopter 
service now is already in operation in 
Europe by SABENA-Belgian Airlines. 
Limited passenger service as well as 
mail between New York airports is be- 
ing offered by New York Airways, and 
air mail has been sped up between post 
offices and airports by Los Angeles 
Airways’ helicopter service, and Heli- 
copter Air Service of Chicago. 


Combinations of fixed-wing and ro- 
tary-wing performance, in the form of 
the “convertiplane,” are also expected 
to emerge in a decade. These may pro- 
mote genuine “commuter” air service. 

These are just a hint at some of the 
exciting beneficial events already emerg- 
ing in the air future, 


Between Book Ends 


The Art in Preaching 
SEVEN STEEPLES by Margaret K. Henrichsen, 

{Houghton Mifflin Co., 238 pgs., $3) 

For Margaret Henrichsen life literal- 
ly began again soon after 40. She had 
been widowed but a year when she was 
called by a Methodist superintendent to 
take over the Sullivan Circuit 160 miles 
northeast of Portand, Me. This “call 
of the wild” compounded with a long- 
harbored concefn about small aban- 
doned churches in rural areas and con- 
siderable teaching experience proved 
irresistible. In a second-hand ¢ar she 
headed for the job which, without her 
foreknowledge, required the rehabilita- 
tion of rather primitive living quarters 
and the rewarming of a lot of folks 
for the church.

congregations in as 
many villages, have come to. new life. 
No wonder. Old Nick didn’t have a 
chance when this humble, humor-loving, 
high-spirited woman cam” along. 

This book has a special interest for 
us Missourians because the Rey. Mar- 
garet Henrichsen on the Sullivan Cir- 
cult in Maine is a sort of feminine coun- 
terpatt of Len Hall of Possum Trot in 
Missouri. We folks down Missouri way 
know how handy Len is when it comes 
to telling about forests and mountains 
and lakes and animals and birds and 
folks, Parson Margaret has the knack 
too. But she has more—much more. 

Tiave you sometimes wondered how a 
minister of the gospel jtooks at his (or 
her) calling as a preacher? Well here 
is what the Rev. Mrs. Henrichsen says: 
“Preaching sermons is a bit like writing 
music. At least I think it must be. I 
am no musician, but I enjoy great sym- 
phonies and I know that a symphony is 
built around certain themes that recur 
in the different voices of the various 
instruments, sometimes in different 
keys or with varying rhythms, but all 
working out in a pattern of beauty. 

“In any art form there has to be 
rhythm, line, and color. These things 
have their parallel in preaching. It 
has often seemed to me that the ‘line’ 
in painting or sculpture, like the melodic 
line in music, had its counterpart in a 
sermon as the truth seen and expressed 
was related to daily living and individ- 
ual experience. In the same way the 
harmonies of music, the deep underlying 
chords and rhythms, or the texture in 
painting, could be compared to the way 
a sermon is firmly grounded in Scrip- 
ture. And tke color and grace and in- 
dividuality in those other forms of art 
are paralleled by the illustrations that 
make a sermon live and sparkle and 
Stay in the heart. Anyhow, sermons 
must have two anchors—the anchor in 
the individual soul and the anchor in 
Scripture and the spiritual experience 
of the race; and they must have the 
rest spots’—the illustrations, the ‘wine 
dows’ that let in fresh air and sunlight 
and keep the whole from being stuffy. 
And of course they must have, above all 
else, the sense of imperative and con- 
viction—that burning sense that this is 
the tremendous truth of God as far as 
we are given to see it.”

ME. RITZ met Caesar when 
Mie was working for her 

uncle in a hotel in southern 
France. They were married in 
Cannes in 1888 and set out to- 
gether to create the tradition of 
hotel luxury which attracted 
those who could afford it, in- 
cluding the world’s princes and 
kings and their ladies. 

Mme. Ritz recalled a story 
about the Prince of Wales, later 
Edward VII.

of York.” And the guilty young 
man murmured his excuses as 
he followed his father from the 
hotel. 

Ritz remembers the 
Prince and Princess of Wales for 
their frank cordiality and sim- 
plicity exemplified when the 
Princess (later Queen Alexan- 
dria) apologized personally for 
breaking a knick-knack in the 
hotel.

Auzello explained, however, 
that the hotel is filled with 
fresh flowers regardless of the 
season.

Calling It “PITHY” 
ITHY” is a word that we 


like to apply to speech. 
This is not a new idea; 


“Pithy” is an adjective re- 
lating to the pith of a plant. 
“Pith” is the botanist’s word 
for the spongy substance in the 
center of the stems of many 
trees or plants. This is a vital 
substance. And so “pith” itself 
makes metaphor as the vital or 
essential part, the strength or 
concentrated force of the mat- 
ter or the thing under discus- 
sion. 

Thus “pithy” — an adjective 
describing something that con- 
sists of or abounds in the 
strength or force or important 
element—the heart—of a mat- 
ter.

Some Tricks in Saving Calories 


Leaving Out One Yolk in Two Scrambled Eggs Can Add Up to 6 Lost Pounds in a Year.

T is the very foundation of 

Gertrude Stein and modern 

science that a rose is a rose, 
an egg is an egg, and a plate of 
soup is a plate of soup. 

But when you decide to lose 
weight while eating what you 
like, you turn a corner and you 
can juggle the scientific facts. 
You can even make an egg cori- 
siderably less than your calorie 
chart says it is. 


An average sized egg measures 
70 calories. Two eggs scrambled, 
if you don’t go too hard on the 
butter, add up to 140 calories. 
But each 70-calorie egg consists 
of a 56-calorie yolk and a 14- 
calorie white. 


If you make your scrambled 
eggs with two egg whites and 
only one yolk, you save 56 cal- 
ories. The two servings of scram- 
bled eggs taste just the same— 
but over the course of a year, 
assuming that you eat two eggs 
every, day for breakfast, your 
one-yolk serving will cut a little 
more than 20,000 calories a year 
from your diet. And that means 
a dead loss of about six pounds 
—on eggs alone. 

What applies to scrambled 
eggs applies to omelettes and 
souffles. If you like your eggs 
boiled you can get the same re- 
sults simply by eating only half 
of each egg yolk. 

It’s completely painless (which 
is the only way to guarantee that 
the lost weight stays lost)—and, 
it’s healthier, because doctors 
Say egg-yolk is one of the con- 
tributors to hardening of the 
arteries. 

Now, bread, of course, is fat- 
tening—everybody knows that. 
I know better. Everything is 
fattening, if you eat too much 
of it. But as a matter of fact, 
a slice of bread is less fattening 
than ‘an eight-ounce glass of 
orange juice. 

Besides, bread really is the 
staff of life: your doctor will 
probably tell you that you need 
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SAN pe a 
two slices of bread a day, or the 
equivalent in cereal, to keep 
your system healthy. Diet or 
no diet. . 

While I was losing 80 pounds, 
and keeping them lost, I found 
out that there are many differ- 
ent kinds of bread, each with 
its own calorie content and— 
more important—with its own 
taste. The trouble is, most of 
us eat bread without thinking 
about it, and eat whatever bread 
we find on the plate. 

It’s the food you. eat without 
thinking about it that makes you 
fat. The reason people gain 
weight when they give up cig- 
arettes is that they start eating 
instead of smoking—automatic- 
ally, as a nervous habit. They 
crumble rolls and eat them in 
bits while waiting for their or-

And the best way to stop this 
nervous habit of eating bread is 
to learn the different kinds of 
bread, learn to enjoy their taste, 
so that you’ll know what you're 
eating.

HITE bread and white toast 
and white rolls are fine— 
but so are dozens of varie- 
ties of crackers, cuminseed 
breads, pumpernickel, French 
bread, matzoth, Swedish knack 
and Norwegian flat. One of the 
tastiest kinds is the icebox rye, 
small slices of very salty rye 
bread which are enjoyable all by 
themselves. And each slice is 
only 15 calories—no more than 
a lettuce leaf. 
From your usual four or five 


slices of white bread a day down 
to seven or eight slices of as- 
sorted breads can mean, after a 
year, eight to 15 pounds of lost 
weight—and much more fun in 
eating. 


Doing tricks with soups isn’t 
very difficult. Restaurant con- 
somme, for example, is only 10 
to 40 calories a plate. Most 
brands of canned consomme 
are 10. 


Canned creamed mushroom 
soup is 200 calories a plate—but 
if you mix it half and half with 
canned consomme, and add a 
pinch of chopped chives, you 
have an even tastier soup which 
is only 105 calories. Gumbo 
creole is only 75 calories a plate; 
creamed tomato soup, 90; French 
onion soup, without the cheese 
or the cracker, 125.

Sauces for 
Hamburgers 


Add Variety 


By Edith M. Barber 


HE word “hamburger” 

means chopped meat to us. 

And yet, it was used orig- 
inally to designate the finest 
steak from cattle that were bred 
in the Hamburg section of Ger- 
many. Of course, most of this 
was not chopped. 

Because the less tender and 
therefore less expensive cuts are 
used for ground meat and be- 
cause almost all of us are inter- 
ested in price, what we call 
hamburger has come into its 
own the last few years. The 
ready-ground meat varies in 
price according to the amount 
of fat that it contains. 


According to Government 
specifications, the “regular” 
grind must not contain more 
than 25 per cent of fat, and the 
lean ground beef must not have 
more than 12 per cent. When 
you buy hamburger, specify 
which you wish. 

The latter, although it may 
cost more by the pound, will 
provide larger servings because 
less will be lost in cooking. If 
you ask the dealer to grind meat 
especially for you, choose the 
chuck rather than the round, as 
it has more flavor. The coarse 
grind will give a juicier patty 
for broiling or sauteeing. If 
the meat is to be used for Swed- 
ish meat balls or for a loaf, dou- 
ble grinding is indicated. 

In my opinion, hamburg pat- 
ties are best when the meat is 
very well seasoned, pressed 
lightly. into patties before cook- 
ing and then served with extra 
butter or with a barbecue or 
herb sauce. 


Hamburgers. 


One pound coarsely ground 
chuck, one teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon pepper, one 
tablespoon finely minced onion. 

Mix me# lightly with season- 
ing. Form into patties without 
pressing. Saute on both sides 
in hot fat five to eight minutes. 
Yield: four servings. 


Sauce for Hamburgers. 


After hamburgers have fin- 
ished cooking, add two table- 
spoons butter or margarine. 
When melted, stir in any of the 
suggested combinations and 
heat: 


1. Three tablespoons chili 


sauce and one teaspoon pre-. 


pared mustard. 

2. Two tablespoons grated 
cheese and one tablespoon cat- 
sup. 

3. Two tablespoons minced 
stuffed olives and one teaspoon 
tarragon vinegar. 

4. Two tablespoons minced 
onion and one tablespoon 
minced green pepper. 

5. Two tablespoons herb vin- 
egar, two tablespoons minced 
onion and one tablespoon 
minced celery.

HE question of whether to 
go out for a grand slam or

This also failed, and 
dewn he went. 

While it bad luck that both 
finesses went wrong, South did 
not deserve much sympathy. He 
did not have to risk any finesse 
—success was absolutely assured, 
no matter how the key cards 
were distributed. The right line ~ 
scarcely could have been easier. 

After winning the first trick, 
South should have led a trump 
to dummy and ruffed a heart, 
then returned with another 
trump and ruffed a second heart. 
Repeating thjs process once 
more would eliniinate hearts 
from both hands. Now South 
should simply cash the club ace 
and give a defender the club 
queen. Whoever won the trick 
with the club king would either 
have to present South with an 

automatic diamond finesse, or 

by leading another suit, give 
him a ruff and a ‘discard.

Mrs. Roosevelt on the work of 
vo lunteers 
very largely to achieve its re- 
sults. There are 100 volun- 
teers for every paid member 
of the Red Cross staff. Ro- 
land Harriman in writing me 
about this year’s campaign 
said something which I think 
expresses the spirit of the Red 
Cross. It is “people helping 
people.” 

Even though the shooting 
war in Korea is over, the Red 
Cross work must go on there 
or our soldiers would feel 
themselves forgotten. Twen- 
ty-four hundred national Red 
Cross staff workers gave their 
services last year to the armed 
forces and veterans. This in- 
cluded field directors and hos- 
pital workers and they teamed 
with a monthly average of 
13,000 home service workers 
in Red Cross chapters who 
were helping not only the 
servicemen but their families 
in times of tréuble.

24,500 families were helped 
by the Red Cross which spent 
nearly $5,500,000 in more than 
300 disaster operations that 
were undertaken. 
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THE RED CROSS also gives 
free courses in first aid and 
in water safety. Millions of 
people have been trained 
through these courses in 
schools, colleges, business and 
industry
